2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The most closely 
related art, US Patent No. 6,209,1 19 to Fukui. Fukui does not anticipate or render the claimed 
invention such as simultaneously solving the posynomial expressions for the design parameters 
and solving the posynomial expressions for the floorplan boundaries on a digital computer using 
geometric programming; and outputting the results in a format that can be used by a circuit 
designer in the fabrication of the circuit.
